What is claimed is:

(i) a waterbome, anionically-stabilized acryliclatex; 

(ii) an acid-generating chemical selected from the group consisting essentially of 
at least one organic ester; and 

(iii) at least one cloud-point surfactant.

3. The tex.lle-elas.omer composite of Claim t, herein me concent^ion of said 
elastomer composiUon is gradtod throughout said textile fabric, the concentration 
being highest on the surface or surfaces to which said elastomer composition is 
applied. 



4. The textile-elastomer composite of Claim 1 wherein said textile fabric is comprised o, 
fibers selected from the group consisting of natural flbe^, synthetic fibers, or blends 

thereof.
